You are probably all familiar with the NRC Report Fon. There is an area in the 
form, le inches wide, left for program detail. This NRC reporter used less than four 
typed lines, eingle-spaced, leaving four full inches completely blank. ‘There was MD 
mention of signal strength, or how the station cama in, except “Interference - none." 
We reproduce the top part of the form & this member's report herewith:
